Some have already been reduced and no 
one Wi!l rejoice more than I as further reductions are made, The Commission's 
licensed accountant is now analyzing these financial reports with view ot 
our reducing such rates as rapidly as the law will permit.

Montgomery, Ala., July 17. 


-By means of organization 
and co-operation the farmers 


of Alabama are now talking in 
big numbers and dealing in big 
quantities as demonstrated by 
the Alabama Farm Bureau 
Watermelon Association. 
none in the spring when 
this Association was organized 
with 1,000 growers in 34 com- 
munities and 10 counties, rep- 
resenting 8,000 acres, one of 
the first acts of the board of 
directors was to place an order 
for 2,000,000 labels, one of 
which was to be stuck on each 
melon. A special paste is 
necessary for this purpose and 
200 gallons of it were bought 
by the Association. In addi- 
tion it was necessary to buy 
150 gallons of paste to treat 
stems to prevent stem-end rot. 
During its first month of ac- 
tual marketing melons this As- 
sociation sold 740 cars in 150 
cities in 21 states and Canada.
